KEY TO CATALOGING 




DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN! An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate* banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"GGOGOQ” serial numbers and may have "Specimen 11 overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons h though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing, Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed, A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing.These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: An initial pul! or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults. These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card .The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from It These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images), 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design. An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 

If a design is rejected and never used, it could he called an essay. 

PRODLtCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such. 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens* essays, models, mockups and issued final items* 

MODEL; A proposed or final design that may Include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on.This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the” digital age", 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate, Often, all new engravings or “vignettes" of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new "work of art 1p P and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed” to use on a newly designed 
item. All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

“Washington City” are Roger Chew Weightman and A. & G. Way. Documents contain 
various expenditures during the period and to whom they were made. It is postulated 
by your cataloguer with paper being so expensive at that period of history, printers 
and book binders used what they could to bolster the bindings of reports and books. 
Without that practice this document would have been lost to history. The Receipt 
Remainder while in portions is in need of archival restoration. Nonetheless, this is a 
significant fiscal document from the formative years of our nation s history. The bond 
was issued by Act of February 8, 1813 and is listed on pages 88 & 89, as an (R-8) in the 
Hessler Guide.

Since government borrowing to pay for the war had attracted a majority of 
private capital, little capital was available for corporations to borrow; the War Finance 
Corporation was designed to make such capital available. After the armistice in late 
1918, the Corporation assisted in the transition to peacetime by financing railroads 
under government control, and making loans to American exporters and agricultural 
cooperative marketing associations. Facsimile signature of Carter Glass as Chairman 
and who also was the Secretary of the Treasury from 1918 to 1920. he co-authored 
the Glass-Steagall act which enforced separation of investment banks from commercial 
banks.

Drew’s association with Jay Gould, Jim Fisk, and the Erie Railroad began in 
1853, just one year before he acquired these shares. The Little Miami Rail Road merged 
with the Columbus and Xenia Railroad to create the first through rail route from the 
important manufacturing city of Cincinnati to the state capital, Columbus, and Drew 
almost certainly would have anticipated the merger. This example is not cancelled, and 
the signature is exceptional nice.

“Commissary of Subsistence of Volunteers with the rank of Captain.” Paper Seal of the Department of War affixed at upper left. Patriotic vignettes of an eagle with wings spread at top center 
and flags, weapons, military accouterments, and a regiment horn and drum across the bottom. When Elmira Prison opened in upstate New York in August 1864, Nicholas J. Sappington became 
Commissary of the prison. In January, 1865, many of the military contracts had to be extended or rewritten. Commissary Sappington had hoped to solve his problem of being able to procure 
better grades of meat for prisoners by stipulating in the new fresh beef contract for larger stock. Elmira flourmills were extremely busy in 1865. Besides the amount needed for meals, Commissary 
Sappington was required, as he put it, to keep in excess “about 50,000 pounds of hard bread on hand while the Prisoners were held here in case of any accident to the bake ovens.” Edwin M. 
Stanton (1814-1869) was Buchanan s Attorney General (1860-1861) and Lincoln and Johnson s Secretary of War (1862-1868). Johnson’s attempt to remove Stanton from his cabinet led to President 
Johnson’s impeachment. In 1869, Stanton was nominated by President Ulysses S. Grant to be an Associated Justice of the Supreme Court. He died just four days after he was confirmed by the

Appointment of Robert E. Clary as “Second Lieutenant in the Fifth Regiment of 
Infantry...” Patriotic vignettes of an eagle with wings spread at top center and battle 
flags, cannons, cannon balls, and regiment drum across the bottom. Robert E. Clary 
(1805-1890), West Point Class of 1828, first served mostly on the Western frontier and 
in the Second Seminole War. In the Civil War, he was Chief Quartermaster in several 
army departments until August 1864, when Clary was placed in charge of the Memphis 
Army Depot, in which capacity he served until the end of the war. Rising to the rank of 
Brevet Colonel Robert E. Clary and Deputy Quartermaster-General, in 1866, President 
Andrew appointed Clary Brigadier General by brevet, “for faithful and meritorious 
services during the war, to date from March 13, 1865.” John H. Eaton (1790-1856) was 
elected by the Tennessee legislature to fill a vacancy and entered the U.S. Senate at age 
28 even though the U.S. Constitution requires a Senator to be at least 30 years old - his 
seating was not opposed and he still is the youngest U.S. Senator in history. Eaton served 
in the Senate from 1818 to 1829 when he resigned, having been appointed Jackson’s 
Secretary of War (1829-1831). Eaton later served as Governor of the Territory of Florida 
(1834-1836) and Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to Spain (1836-1840).

Four 
years later, by the letter here offered, Republican President Benjamin Harrison writes 
Charles B. Howry, “You are hereby removed from the Office of Attorney of the United 
States for the Northern District of Mississippi to take effect upon the appointment of 
your successor.” Defeating Harrison at the next election, President Cleveland appointed 
Howry as Assistant U.S. Attorney General in 1893. Shortly before leaving office in 1897, 
Cleveland nominated Charles B. Howry to a seat on the U.S. Court of Claims, a lifetime 
appointment.

The Navy reported that on December 31,1827, Lieutenant George B. McCulloch 
of the U.S.S. Constitution had died ”of disease” and was buried ashore in Port Mahon, 
on the Spanish island of Minorca, the next day. Benjamin W. Crowninshield (1772-1851) 
served as Secretary of the Navy from 1814-1818 in the cabinets of Presidents James 
Madison and James Monroe.

In 1823 he was the self-proclaimed Cazique of 
Poyais, and visited Britain to encourage Scottish emigration to what he described as a 
thriving population who had found their fortune on the streets of St Joseph and in the 
gold mines of the balmy country that surrounded it. One Scot swapped his sterling for 
Poyaisian dollars, bought some bonds in the country and boarded ship in Leith with a 
promise that he was to become the director of the St Joseph Opera House. However, 
when the emigrants arrived they found that there was no St Joseph at all; no opera 
house, no gold mines, no thriving population (apart from some deeply suspicious 
Miskito Indians - after whom, rather than the insects, the Mosquito Coast is named) 
and no habitable European settlement. They had in fact invested their savings in tracts 
of jungle impossibly far from the nearest source of provisions and impregnated with 
the tropical diseases so fatal to European constitutions. Gregor MacGregor sold similar 
worthless certificates and other Poyaisian material in both Britain and France during the 
1820s and 1830s. Despite the clearly fraudulent nature of his promises, Mac Gregor was 
never convicted of any crime - although he served a short jail term in France awaiting 
a trial that never came about - and eventually retired to Venezuela where he wrote his 
autobiography.
